FORT SHERMAN, Canal Zone, 
Aug. 30.—Corporal Robert Osman 
of Brooklyn, N. Y., was convicted 
by a United States army court mar- 
tial today of having possessed mili- 
tary secrets. 

The court martial made its ruling 
~“fter Osman had testified that he 
had a considerable circle of Com- 
munistic friends in New York. 

The prosecution did not contend 
that the Corporal had sold any mili- 
tary secrets to a foreign power. It 
sought to prove he sent documents 
containing military information to 
a Communist group in New York. 

The Corporal said that he had 
been unemployed for three months 
prior to his enlistment in the army. 
Before he became jobless, he testi- 
fied, he was employed at various 
kinds of work. 

A in the army, he said: “I was de- 
tailed as a clerk with a key to the 
secret document file, but that file 
was kept inside a major’s desk 
where others could have obtained 
secret documents.” 

The corporal denied he had ever 
mailed documents:of any nature to 
New York though he admitted he 
had frequently corresponded with 
Frema Karry, a Brooklyn woman, 
whose name was brought into the 
case in testimony given yesterday. 
He had known her, he said, since 
1927. 

Osman asserted that Harry Dur- 
yea, 1185 Park avenue, New York, 
was one of his closest friends. He 
said that Duryea suggested that 
they carry on an intimate corre- 

pspondence through a third person 
rr order that Duryea’s parents 
hight not know that their son was 
communicating with a soldier in 
the army. 

Got $200 From Correspondent. 


Osman declared that Duryea in- 
structed him to address letters in 
tare of “Dr. Joseph H. Stinbuck, 
118 Park avenue.” 

The Corporal admitted having re- 
teived $200 from Duryea. 

During part of his cross-exami- 
nation the proceedings were secret, 
the doors being closed to all ex- 
ept those who had official busi- 
ess in the room, :

STRENGTH IN COMMODITIES 
CAUSES REBOUND IN STOCKS 


Shares Recover After Early Losses 
of 1 to 4 Points; Wheat 
Bullish.

NEW YORK, Aug. 30.—Strength 
in the commodity markets resulted 
in a sharp rebound in the Stock 
Market late today, enabling the list 
to recoup earlier losses running 
from 1 to more than 4 points. 

The recovery movement starting 
shortly before the last hour and 
broadened out as the session neared 
the close with virtually every group 
participating. 

Commodity markets gave one of 
the most bullish performances in 
weeks as wheat, after dipping more 
than 3 cents, recovered all of its 
losses to close with gains of 1 to 
3 cents a bushel. Cotton also wiped 
out most of its early decline. 

Oil shares were quickly marked 
up from fractions to more than a 
point. New York Central led the 
rail shares in the recovery rally- 
ing more than 3 points from its 
low to finish around yesterday’s 
close. ;

HYDE PARK, N. Y., Aug. 30.— 
President Roosevelt has asked Gen. 
Hugh S. Johnson, industrial admin- 
istrator, for a neport on the failure 
of Henry Ford to enroll under the 
new working agreement for the au- 
tomobile industry. 

Mr. Roosevelt wants the latest 
news on this before he departs to- 
morrow for a'cruise back to Wash- 
ington and there is indication he is 
considering action, although the 
President is saying nothing about 
that and making no threats. 

In talking with Gen. Johnson it 
was stated that no word had been 
received at Washington so far from 
the Michigan automobile manufac- 
turer. Inquiries here about the use 
of the drastic licensing power to 
impose the NRA working code on 
Ford brought the answer that no 
detailed consideration has been giv- 
en so far to this piece of authority. 

Mr. Roosevelt has relied entirely 
so far on the voluntary co-opera- 
tion of the people and he has for- 
mally declared this to have suc- 
ceeded. The agreement fixing work- 
ing hours and wages for gigantic 
automobile industry was signed by 
the President late last week and it 
has the support of every other 
branch of this industry except Ford 
who is remaining silent. 


Johnson Says Unless Ford Signs U. 
S. Won’t Buy His Cars. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—Henry 
Ford has until Sept. 5 to sign the 
automobile code of competition if 
he wants a blue eagle for his motor 
cars. 

This was emphasized again today 
by National Recovery Administra- 
tion officials, who said they had 
yet to receive word from the De 
troit manufacturer. 


Administrator Johnson told news- 
paper men yesterday: “I think the 
American people will crack down 
on him (Ford) when the blue eagle 
is on other cars.” 

Johnson made it clear\‘that Ford 
must sign the code to get the blue 
eagle, no matter if he should an- 
nounce a schedule. of higher wages 
and shorter hours than is proposed 
in the trade charter submitted by 
the National Automobile Chamber 
of Commerce. Ford is not a mem- 
ber o fthis organization. 

The Government will not buy any 
more automobiles from Ford unless 
he obtains a blue eagle. 

“The Government,” said the NRA 
administrator, “has signified its in- 
tentions of buying only from those 
industries which displayed the blue 
eagle.” 

Asked for his reaction if Ford 
should exceéd the regular code in 
the matter of hours and wages, 
Johnson asserted that that would 
not be compliance and ‘added: “The 
only way you can get people to act 
together is to get them to agree to 
act together. It does not make any 
difference what is done by an in- 
dividual employer that he does on 
his own. This is a great national 
compact among employers and 
everybody has got to agree to all

Campaign to Erase the 
Eighteenth Amendment 
From the Federal Consti- 
tution Now Stands at the 
Two-Thirds Mark.

SEATTLE, Wash., Aug. 30.— 
With the State of Washington vot- 
ing better than 2 to 1 for’ repeal 
yesterday, the campaign to wipe 
the eighteenth amendment from 
the Federal Constitution stood at 
the two-thirds mark today. The 
voters of 24 of the necessary 36 
states now have repudiated na- 
tional prohibition. 
The Washington election of dele- 
gates to a convention to ratify the 
proposed twenty-first (repeal) 
amendment was by legislative dis- 
tricts, not on a statewide basis, 
but the total vote from 1924 of the 
State’s 2682 precincts was: 316,064 
for repeal delegates; 132,359 for 
anti-repeal delegates. — 
The ratification convention will 
meet at Olympia Oct. 3. 
Only one district, the ninth, in 
rural Eastern Washington, voted 
dry on the basis of available re- 
turns. This district will have only 
two of the 99 delegates to the con- 
vention. 
During the campaign repealists 
argued the election of delegates 
by districts was arranged by a dry 
bloc in the Senate as the price of 
their support in providing for the 
repeal election. The anticipated 
disadvantage to the repealists, 
however, was not apparent in the 
returns. While final returns might 
switch an isolated district or two 
from the repeal to the dry column, 
there was no possibility of any sub- 
stantial change in tne result. 
“It was a complete expression of 
popular sentiment,” declared J. C, 
Herbsman, State director of the re- 
peal campaign. “There can be no 
question about such a tremendous 
victory and it is a great step for- 
ward for Washington, as it will 
eventually eliminate much disre- 
spect for law, aid the President's 
recovery program and result in or- 
derly regulation of liquor sales. I 
believe both wets and drys cam- 
paigned like sportsmen.” 
The State dry law, passed in 
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Paul Gore of Amarillo.

NEW YORK, Aug. 30.—Nicholas 
Roberts, formerly president of 5S. 
W. Straus & Co., Inc., is held in 


$5000 bail today for a hearing on a 
charge of grand larceny. He was 
arrested on a complaint sworn to 
by Miss Anna Kuhlmann, who al- 
leges that she and her sister, Kath- 
erine Kuhlmann, lost $10,000 
through misrepresentation by the 
Straus company. The company, fol- 
lowing a receivership application, 
has been involved in protracted liti- 
gation involving properties it  fi- 
nanced. 

At the Old Slip Police Station, 
Roberts gave his age as. 53 years 
and his address as Montclair, N. J. 
His estate has the famous barn 
where Roberts gives his-“win, lose 
or draw” barn parties for the 
Yale football team at the end of 
the season. 

Statement by Roberts. 

“The charge is manifestly based 
upon an error,” he said, “and I 
have not the slightest doubt that 
the error will be readily proved on 
the hearing in_court. The complain- 
ant averred that she purchased the 
bonds upon false representations 
made by some unnamed representa- 
tive of the company. It was admit- 
ted by counsel for the complainant 
at the arraignment that the com- 
plainant had no dealings with me 
and had never spoken to me. 

“It seems obvious, therefore, that 
the charge against me is based 
upon false allegations and is whol- 
ly without merit.” 

Roberts was pointed out by Miss 
Kuhlmann when he left an office 
building at 70 Pine street. Detec- 
tives Lewis Decker and Frank Wil- 
son, who had been assigned to ac- 
company Miss Kuhlmann, took him 
to the Old Slip Station. 

‘Because no Magistrate’s courts 
were open at the time of the arrest, 
Roberts was taken to the office of 
Chief Magistrate James E. McDon- 
ald, who held him in $5000 bail for 
a hearing in the Tombs Court to- 
morrow. He was represented there 
by Saul S. Streit, Tammany Assem- 
blyman from the Seventh Assembly 
District, and by the law firm of 
Baker & Obermeier, who furnished 
the bond. 

Misrepresentation Charged. 

Miss Kuhlmann is 55 years old, 
her sister is 52, and both are un- 


employed. The former declared 
that in October, 1928, they opened

doubt that the administration 
would approve a 30 per cent out- 
right grant of funds as the Federal 
Government’s share in the ‘con- 
struction of downtown relief sew- 
ers. 

The sewer project, which will cost 
about $140,000, was presented to 
the administration as a “feeler,” 
Dickmann said, to see if the city 
had complied with all the admin- 
istration regulations. It is the 
city’s No. 1 application, and if it 
is approved, the Federal Govern- 
ment will contribute about $42,000. 
Some Funds for Hospital Possible. 

Col. Waite told the St. Louis dele- 
gation that he thought the admin- 
istration could make a 30 per cent 
gran on the cost of the wings of 
the Negro hospital. Col. Miller de- 
clined to pass on this project, hold- 
ing that there was some doubt 
whether the Government could aid 
because some of the contracts had 
ben let before the Public Works 
Act was passed.

The concrete and steel bridge, 100 
feet long, spanned the arroyo at a 
point where the bed is about 40 
feet deep. Residents of the vicini- 
ty said a wall of water about 30 
feet high had swept down the ar- 
royo, after a cloudburst in the 
malpais (badlands) upstream. Un- 
known to the engineer the eastern 
section of the bridge had been car- 
ried away. 

Eye-Witness’ Story. 

Mrs. Anna Heinz of Los Angeles, 
one of the passengers who was rid- 
ing in the first chair car, described 
the wreck. 

“Everyone was stunned for a few 
minutes. Two sisters, Sister Mary 
Rose and Sister Cecelia, who were 
in the front of the car, were ter- 
ribly burned by steam. 

“It took us 15 minutes to get out 
of the car. There was a woman 
pinned in the entrance and we had 
to get her free before anyone could 
get out. The woman in the seat 
next to me was badly hurt but I 
was fortunate and was not so bad- 
ly hurt. 

“After the terrible jolts, I fainted, 
but recovered. 

"I never saw such heroic action 
in my life as there was in our car. 
There was hardly an outcry. Every- 
one helped everyone else. Only the 
two sisters in the front of the car 
were burned by steam, I thought. 
It didn’t come to the middle of the 
car.”

MEDICAL SOCIETY 
CALLS MEETING ON 
SLEEPING SICKNESS 


Symposium on Disease 
Which Has Caused 47 
Deaths in St. Louis Area 
Is Set for Friday. 


What medical science has learned 
of the sleeping sickness outbreak 
in St. Lovis and St. Louis County— 
thought to be a form of encephalitis 
new to this cuuntry—is to be pre- 
sented in a symposium at a special 
meeting of the St. Louis Medical 
Society at its auditorium, 3839 Lin- 
dell boulevard, at 8:30 o'clock Fri- 
day night. 

Charles C. Baker, 53 years old, 
2017 Martha avenue, died today, the 


forty-seventh person and fifteenth 
St. Louisan to die in the epidemic 
since July 30. He was taken io a 
hospital a week ago. 

Mrs. Mary A. Brettman, 75, 8195A 
St. Charles road, St. Louis County, 
died last night at a hospital where 
she was taken Aug. 18. 


Some of the Speakers. 


The Medical Society symposium 
will make available to St. Louis 
physicians, dozens of whom have 
been seeking encephalitis data, the 
best experience in the current out- 
break. The disease will be dis- 
cussed in every aspect, from early 
symptoms to convalescence, by 
United States Public Health Service 
experts, health authorities and the 
local scientists who have seen most 
of it. The meeting was called spe- 
cially by the Medical Society in col- 
laboration‘ with the Health Depart- 
ment. 

The Metropolitan Health Council 
and the epidemic are to be dis- 
cussed by Superintendent Patton of 
St. Louis County Hospital. Assistant 
Health Commissioner Zentay is to 
review the history of encephalitis 
in various types. Health Commis- 
sioner Bredeck and Dr. J. P. Leake 
of the Public Health Service are to 
discuss its epidemiology, or manner 
of spread and measures for block- 
ing it. . 

Pathological effects of the infec- 
tion in the body are to be outlined 
by Dr. Howard A. McCordock of 
the centrai epidemic laboratory at 
Washington University, with discus- 
sion by Dr. W. D. Collier of Des- 
loge Hospital and St. Louis Uni- 
versity School of Medicine, and Dr. 
Hollis Alien of the county hospital. 

Four phases of clinical features 
are to be presented. Forms and 
course of the disease will be de- 
scribed by Superintendent Eschen- 
brenner of Isolation Hospital; diag- 
nosis and treatment, by Dr. Lee 
Pettit Gay of County Hospital; com- 
plications and after effect, by Dr. 
G. A. Broun of Desloge Hospital, 
and neurology by Dr. A. B. Jones, 
with a discussion by Dr. T. C. 
Hempelmann and Dr. A. H. Deppe. 


Search for Oause of Malady.

Williams Jr., a physician special- 
izing in mosquito control. 

They are to be joined by other 
United Public Health Service spe- 
cialists in the yuest for the cause 
and mode of transmission, Surgeon- 
General Hugh 8. Cumming an- 
nounced here yesterday. Taking a 
bird's-eye view of the situation in 
a strenuous five-hour visit, he hur- 
ried on to Washington select men 
whose special experience was most 
needed here. He said Dr. Leake, 
directing the local search. would 
get any he called for. 

Another Expert Arrives. 

Dr. George W. McCoy, director of 
the National Institute of Health, 
comprising the laboratory depart- 
ments of the Public Health Service, 
arrived in the forenoon from Chi- 
cago, and conferred with physi- 
cians and research workers. Also 
present at the conference were Dr. 
M. P. Ravenel, professor emeritus 
of bacteriology and preventive med- 
icine at the University of Missouri, 
and Dr. N. R. Ziegler, who now oc- 
cupies the chair formerly held by 
Dr. Ravenel. 

Dr. McCoy returned to Chicago 
in the afternoon to complete a 
Government mission there but add- 
ed that he expected to return to St. 
Louis, probably tomorrow night. 
Since late. July -362 encephalitis 
patients have been reported in St. 
Louis and St. Louis County. Many 
have recovered. More than 20, for 
example, have been disch 
from Isolation Hospital, with no 
indication of any lingering effects.

The public schools will open at; 
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SURGEON-GENERAL ASKS 
FOR $25,000 FOR ST. LOUIS 
SLEEPING SICKNESS FIGHT 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 30. 

URGEON-GENERAL HUGH 
S 8. CUMMING of the Public 

Health Service said today he 
was asking for a $25,000 fund 
from the Treasury to help fight 
the sleeping sickness outbreak 
in St. Louis. 

Ever since the Cleveland. ad- 
ministration, Cumming ex- 
plained, Congress annually has 
appropriated a fund for the 
fighting of such epidemics as 
might occur during a recess 
such as the present outbreak of 
“sleeping sickness” in St. Louis. 
This fund of about $400,000 can 
be expended by authority of the 
President when an epidemic 
breaks out, he said. 

Cumming returned to his of- 
fice today from St. Louis, where 
he made a personal investiga- 
tton of the situation.

The city, which has $2,000,000 de- 


posited in the closed Lafayette- 
South Side Bank & Trust Co., is 
considering a proposal that it ac- 
cept stock and participation certifi- 
cates for half of its deposit to en- 
able the bank to re-open. Half of 
the deposit would be available in 
cash. 

The proposal, which, it is under- 
stood, will be made to other de- 
positors, is that common stock in 
the bank be ac for 8 per cent 
of the deposit, and the participation 


certificates, secured by slow assets 
to be removed from the bank, for 


42 per cent. The participation cer-/ 


tificates would bear interest at 4 
per cent and would be payable as 
the assets behind them were liqui- 
dated. 

Another $500,000 of municipal 
funds is deposited in South Side 
National Bank. - The city is in- 
formed that the reopening plan for 
this bank will provide for payment 
of its deposit in full. 


Both banks have been closed|' 


since the March banking holiday. 
SoutK Side National has been 
owned by Lafayette-South Side 
Bank & Trust Co., but must be 
separated from it under the bank- 
ing legislation enacted at the last 
session of Congress. 

The receiver in charge of South 
Side National is preparing to levy 
an assessment against the Lefay- 
ette under the double liability pro- 
vision of national bank charters. 
The amount of the assessment has 
not been announced, but the maxi- 
mum possible would be $600,000, the 
capitalization of South Side Na- 
tional. 

The Lafayette, in its statement 
at the end of 1932, showed deposits 
of $19,070,936, and the South Side 
National deposits of $6,157,492. 


WESTERN PACIFIC RAISES 
$1,200,000 TO MEET INTEREST 


NEW YORK, Aug. 30. — The 
Western Pacific Railroad Corpora- 
tion today announced the success 
of its effort to raise more than $1, 
200,000, for its bond interest pay- 
ments Friday. 

This averts the reorganization | 
threatened last week when the In- 


terstate Commerce Commission re- 
jected its request for a $1,000,000 
loan from the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation. 

In a statement issued by Thomas 
M. Schumacher, chairman of the 
executive committee, the company 
said that its associated companies 
had come to its assistarice. It was 
learned that the Western Pacific 
Railway, its principal subsidiary, 
had supplied most of the fund, aid- 
ed by a sharp upturn in its rev- 
enues this month. The Western 
Realty Co., another subsidiary, also 
supplied some cash. 

Schumacher’s statement says: 
“With continuance of the present 
improvement in business it is hoped 
that the Western Pacific may be 
able to avoid any present readjust- 
ment of its capital structure. This 
possibility is regarded as of great 
importance in view of the discus- 
sions which have taken place re- 
cently in Washington and New 
York as to the possibility of a 
merger between the Western Pa- 
cific, Denver & Rio Grande Western 
and other lines.”

Churchman Asks About ‘NRA 
. Which He Calls “Bridge 
to Normalcy.” © 


_ Arehbishop Glennon returned to 
St. Louis this afternoon from Ire- 
jJand, where he went last July to 
speak at the laying of the corner- 
stone of the new cathedral at 
Meath. . 

Looking hale and hearty, he said 
that he “came straight home” and 
was glad to be back in St. Louis, 
although he had a “delightful” 
trip and an enjoyable voyage to 
New York aboard the liner Laconia, 
which docked there yesterday. 

The Archbishop was anxidus to 
learn of the reaction here to the 
NRA movement and asked report- 


lers if “any firms had failed to 


join.” , 
The NRA plan, he said, should 


“afford abridge to normalcy,” Ire- 
land, he added, is faced with eco- 
nomic difficulties and “it’s not yet 
on its feet.” Irish troubles, the 
Archbishop said, are due partly to 
prohibitive tariffs. 

“Economic questions have been 
mixed with political questions,” the 
Archbishop observed, “and the two 
don’t mix.” 

Archbishop Glennon expressed the 
opinion that liquor control in this 


country, if the eighteenth amend-/ 


ment is repealed, may be brought 
about partly by levying high tariffs 
on distilleries. , 

“That's the way they do in Ire- 
land and England,” the Archbishop 
continued, “and the result is an in- 
direct form of prohibition. It costs 
too much to get a drink.”

Babe Ruth will not be prejudiced 
in favor of American League play- 
ers when he chooses his All-Amer- 
‘fea team. 

The Babe picks his players as 
they appeal to him, regardless of 
whether they play in the American 
or National League. 

Ruth has been naming the All- 
America team annually since 1922. 
Of the 110 players selected on the 
various teams, 62 have been Ameri- 
can Leaguers and 48 National 
Leaguers. 

At first glance, the figures might 
smack of favoritism, but they most 
emphatically do not, when it is re- 
called that the American League 
admittedly has had the greater 
number of individual stars during 
the past 10 years. 

During seasons in which the Na- 
tional League had a majority of 
outstanding players, Ruth did not 
hesitate to place them on his team. 
For example, in 1929 the team 
showed six National Leaguers and 
four from the American. 

In 1923, 1925, 1927 and 1928 there 
were five players from each league 
on the teams. The American 
League had a big edge in 1931, 
with seven of its players named, 
while last year six American 
Leaguers were picked. But the 
players stood out. They were the 
class of the majors. 

Fans Support a Favorite. 

This truth may be painful to 
some of us National League follow- 
ers, but it is a fact nevertheless. In- 
cidentally, some day a psychologist 
might try his hand at taking a few 
baseball fans apart anu finding out 
why, for no apparent reason, each 
labels himself as an “American 
Leaguer” or a “National Leaguer” 
and forever after favors his own 
particular choice. 

But to return to Ruth and the 
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MISS HELEN HICKS of Inwood, N. Y. They won their second round matches, today. 
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idea of favoritism. It is not hard 
to remember that, last year, he 
went over the heads of his advisory 
committee of 10 experts in leaving 
Lefty Gomez off the team in favor 
of Lon Warneke. Gomez not only , 
is an American Leaguer, as all fans 
know, but is a teammate of Ruth’s 
and a close personal friend. That 
should have, and did to a great ex- 
tent, explode for all time the charge 
of favoritism. 

This year, the thousands of let- 
ters received in the Post-Dispatch 
contest indicate that the fans be- 
lieve this will be, in the main, an- 
other American League year.

AMERICAN MARQUISE DIES 
IN POVERTY IN FRANCE 


Cecile de Wentworth Painted 
Portraits of Presidents and 
Popes. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
PARIS, Aug. 30.—The American 


born Marquise Cecile de Went- 
worth, once, prominent socially, 
who painted the portraits of Presi- 
dents and Popes, is dead, saved 
from a pauper’s grave only by the 
charity of an affuent American in 
Paris who prefers to remain un- 
known. 


Word of the Marquise’s death 
came to the American Consulate 
here yesterday, although she died 
in Nice several days ago. Investiga- 
tion was started in an attempt to 
locate a- sister, believed to be in 
Chicago, the Marquise’s home city. 

The Marquise, whose British 
husband died about two years ago, 
was about 80. Although she once 
had valuable property in New 
York state, which she is said to 
have given to a convent, she died 
in obscurity in a small room, hav- 
ing been supported for several 
years by friends and the American 
Aid Society. 

One of the Marquise’s paintings, 
“La Foi,” hangs in the Luxem- 
bourg Museum in Paris. Her paint- 
ing of Gen. John J. Pershing was 
bought by the French Government, 
and is hanging in the War Mu- 
seum in the Invalides. | 

She also painted the late Theo- 
dore Roosevelt and William How- 
ard Taft, and Popes Leo XIII and 
Pius X, for which the papal title 
of Marquise was bestowed upon 
her. She was said to have lost 
most of her fortune in. a Mid-West 
brewery stock. She had an annual 
income of $200, which she received 
in a lump and spent within a few 
months. The American Aid Society 
placed her in a convent in Paris, 
but she ran away and went to Nice. 
There she paid a deposit on an 
apartment in the Palace of _ the 
Prince de Galles. She never was 
able to furnish the rooms, and 
lived there for some time with an 
Italian woman servant. Several 
weeks ago she fell down the stairs 
and was removed to the Municipal 
Hospital.

WILD DUCKS AIRED 


Wallace Expected to De- 
- cide Within Week Wheth- 
er to Prohibit Practice.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wallace is ex- 
pected to decide this week wheth- 
er he will promulgate a migratory 
bird regulation prohibiting the 
shooting of water fowl within 100 
yards of baited water or ground.

}-lation to protect doves, the shooting 


of which within 100 yards of baited

tion. 
The sharply conflicting views of 
huriters and conservationists were 
given to Secretary Wallace at an 
acrimonious hearing Monday, at 
which Former Senator Harry B.

York zoo, bitterly clashed. 


Baiters Outnumber the Antis.

Dr. Hornaday on Stand.

“Grain,” he said, “is being used 
by the carload to lure wild fowl to 
the muzzles of batteries of con- 
cealed guns, where it is impossible 
to miss them.”

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mies of wild life controlled the Mi- 
gratory Bird Advisory ‘Board.” The 
board met last month but took no 
action on the proposed regulation. 

Hawes declared that Hornaday’s 
statement was insulting and untrue. 

Beck 
of the Connecticut Fish and Game 
Commission. Hawes, who was a 
member of the Wild Life Commit- 
tee of the Senate, is now the Wash- 
ington counsel for the Izaak Wal- 
ton League and the American 
Game Association. He declared that 
there were 22,000 duck clubs in the 
United States which feed ducks. 
Membership in these clubs, he said, 
was not confined to the rich, but 
included the barber, the grocer and 
perhaps the banker. He contendod 
that if these duck clubs did not 
feed the ducks, there would be no 
ducks..To prohibit shooting over 
baited territory, Hawes said, would 
throw thousands of club caretakers 
and guides out of work, destroy a 
market for thousands of bushels of 
grain and drive duck and geese 
southward into Mexico, where they 
would receive no protection. 


“Ding” Shouts With Laughter. 

Darling, the cartoonist, shouted 
with laughter when Hawes ex- 
pressed concern over the club care- 
takers, who might lose their jobs 
if baiting were stopped. 

“It’s no laughing matter,” Hawes 
countered. 

M. W. Rowley of Massachusetts, 
associated with the Wild Life Pro- 
tective League, described duck 
hunters who shoot over baited 
places as “slaughterers, who 
sit in comfortable huts drinking 
and playing poker until the hun- 
gry birds can be shot by the hun- 
dreds through portholes when they 
assemble to feed.” 

W. B. Adams, Director of Con- 
servation of New York, was irritat- 
ed by Rowley’s remarks and de- 
scribed the Massachusetts man as 
“the loud-speaker of this conser- 
vation work.” 

Hawes insisted that the hunters 
who baited ducks were the best 
friends the ducks had. He said it 
was obvious these men did not 
want to exterminate wild fowl, be- 
cause that would deprive them of 
their own sport. 

“The wishes of 13,000,000 hunters 
and fishers,” he said, “ought not to 
be set aside for the ideas of a few 
sentimentalists,” 

Newbold L. Herrick, president of 
the Flanders Club.of Long Island, 
told how his organization fed from 
80 to 100 tons of grain a year on a 
3500-acre preserve. The result, he 
said, was to make the preserve, a 
virtual bird sanctuary and hunting 
ground combined. 

Judge W. S. Snow, a member of 
the Virginia Game Commission, 
said that the proposed regulation 
would be so unenforceable as to be 
an utter absurdity. It would. re- 
quire game wardens to put on div-

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Facts About Sleeping Sickness. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N REGARD to encephalitis lethargica, 

or sleeping sickness, many physicians 
believe that the public has become un- 
duly alarmed over the situation in St. 
Louis. | 
Let us make a brief review of the facts 
pertaining to the disease: 

1. We have had sporadic cases of en- 
cephalitis lethargica here, as elsewhere 
in the country, for many years. 

2. Bad sewage conditions—open cess- 
pools—in St. Louis County have precipi- 
tated an unusually large invasion of mos- 
quitoes. 

3. There is no known case of direct 
contagion from patient to others, as oc- 
curs in smallpox, scarlet fever, etc. In 
other words, the disease appears to re- 
quire an intermediary host, like malaria 
and yellow fever, the germs of which are 
carried from patient to others by the 
mosquito, and the sleeping sickness of 
Africa, which is spread by means of the 
tsetse fly. 

4. The Government specialists and re- 
search doctors will not commit them- 
selves as to the nature or cause of the 
disease until they have discovered it. 
This may mean yéars of experimental 
work. 

With these facts in mind, is it not rea- 
sonable to infer that the mosquito is re- 
sponsible for the spread of the malady? 
We should, therefore, wage a campaign 
of extermination against mosquitoes. 
People should be advised not to sit out 
of doors at night, to watch their screens 
and clear their bedrooms of the insects 
before retiring. Oi] should be added to 
all pools of stagnant water. 

In the absence of a known cause for 
the disease, we should act empirically in 
the same manner that the older physi- 
cians, in the days before the discovery of 
the germ causing malaria, always gave 
quinine when a patient developed fever. 

It would be unwise to closé the public 
schools, as Health Commissioner Bredeck 
has pointed out that children would be 
under much better control in the schools 
than out of them, and there would be 
less danger of the children being bitten 
by mosquitoes. In schools, children are 
necessarily always exposed to scarlet fe- 
ver, whooping cough and tuberculosis. 
Why not stop the use of automobiles be- 
cause of the high mortality that occurs 
in operating them? In other words, we 
should carry on as usual. The situation 
is not one that calls for general alarm; 
the disease is not contagious, and we 
should exercise common sense in com- 
dating it.

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LABOR AND THE AUTOMOBILE CODE 
‘The automobile manufacturers have finally 
permitted to slip into their code a provision author- 
izing them to “exercise their right to select, retain 
or advance employes on the basis of individual merit, 
without regard to their membership or non-member- 


Iship in any organisation.” 


Standing alone, this would appear to be a clear 


anti · union declaration; but it follows a paragraph in 


which the code reproduces vérbatim the collective bar- 
gaining guarantees of the NIRA and a specific dis- 
claimer of any attempt “to qualify, or modify, by in- 
terpretation,” these guarantees. The phrase gives 
the employers less than the “right to continue the 
open-ehop policy” which they asked in the original 
draft of their code; but they evidently feel that it 
gives them something. 

Obviously, the employers set great store by this 
language, for they have balked at accepting their 
code unti] it should be included. They say that it 
neither modifies nor qualifieS the act. Then what, 
we may ask, is ite purpose and why is it included? 
Ie it nothing more than a face-saving device, or will 
it, in effect, strengthen their hand in making the 
labor bargain and weaken that of the worker? 

This phraseology, we believe, will permit these em- 
ployers to operate on a genuine open-shop basis. 
Under it, they cannot be compelled to select their em- 
ployes exclusively from union ranks. They need give 
no preference to union over non-union applicants for 
employment. They are protected against any demand 
of labor which would put promotion on a basis of 
seniority, and they can discharge union members for 
inefficiency. They would have been in the same po- 
sition under NIRA, as a matter of fact, without the 
present stipulation. But its inclusion in the code 
makes their position more explicit. 

We cannot see how the new phrasing does in any 
way qualify, modify or interpret the law. NIRA does 
not enact the closed union shop or the preferential 
shop. It gives no blanket indorsement to all union 
policies such as promotion by seniority. It permits 
non-union operation. It permits the company union. 
It in no way. compels independent unfonization, On 
the question of whether any industry shall or shall 
not be unionized, its position is neutral. But it is not 
a blind and indifferent neutrality. It is a neutrality 
which demands that the relations of labor and capital 
in the New Deal shall be established upon the basis 
of equal opportunity and fair play. 

This is its real importance. The open shop, about 
which so many employers have had so much to say, 
has not really been an open shop at all, but a shop 
closed against union labor. This type of shop is 
clearly outlawed by NIRA, and remains outlawed 
even under the phraseology of the automobile code. 
No union member may now be refused employment 
because he is a union member. No worker who joins 
a union may be discharged for that reason. No work- 
er may be compelled to join a company union. No 
worker may be required, in a yellow-dog contract, to 
sign away his rights to representation. 

The Government has a positive obligation under the 
law to see that its policy is carried out. Many wide- 
apread anti-union practices of past years have been 
made illegal. They include employment of detectives 
to spy on workers; denial of the right of public as- 
semblage and freedom of speech; exclusion of or- 
ganizers from corporate properties and company 
towns; enlistment of gangsters to terrorize workers 
and their families; use of a puppet local officialdom 
to keép labor in its place. 

All these practices fall under the ban of the phrase 
which prohibits “interference, restraint or coercion.” 
This is labor’s great victory. It cannot fairly expect 
the Government to do its organization work for it. 
It can fairly insist that the administration fully and 
tigorously enforce the law against the outrages which 
have so effectively barred the peaceful organization 
of labor in the recent past. - 

There is but one danger in the recognition of the 
right “to select, retain or advance employes on the 
basis of individual merit.” That is that employers 
may refuse to employ union members, refuse to pro- 
mote union members, discharge workers for union 
membership, and then sét up the defense that they 
lacked “individual merit.” Such action would violate 
the law. It would open to the anti-social employer 
a door of escape from its provisions. We do not be- 
lieve that the NRA can or will permit it. Through 
the machinery which it is now developing for. the 
adjudication of labor disputes, it can dispose of these 
cases when, as and if they arise. If it does not do 
so, then we shall have to begin all over again. 

The old era is dead. It has become incompatible 
with a mechanistic civilization. Like it or not, the 
New Deal is on. : 

Labor’s “charter of liberty” still stands. 
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UPHOLDING THE NEW DEAL. 

The District of Columbia Supreme Court, which 
two weeks ago upheld the Roosevelt recovery pro 
gram in its first important court test, has handed 
down a second opinion declaring a highly controver- 
sial part of the recovery machinery to be in accord- 
ance with the guarantees of the Constitution. 

In the first instance, Justice Cox denied an injunc- 
tion sought by certain Texas oil retailers to stop Sec- 
retary of the Interior Ickes from enforcing a presi- 
dential order forbidding interstate shipment of oil 
profluced in excess of state-fixed quotas. Yesterday, 
Justice O'Donoghue dismissed a suit for an injunc 
tion which would have restrained Secretary of Agri- 
culture Wallace from carrying out the provisions of 
the Chicago milk-marketing agreement. : Justice 
O'Donoghue, like his colleague, took the view that in 
& grave emergency it is the duty of the judicial pow- 
er to permit the legislative authority to cope with 
its problems as best it can. 

The suft against Secretary Wallace invoived the u. 
censing power of the Agricultural Adjustment Adminp- 
istration. Two operators of wayside milk stations in 
Stickney and Norman Park, Chicago suburbs, who 
have been selling milk at 6% cents a quart, objected 
to the agreement price of 10 cents on the ground 
that it would put an end to their cash business done 
over the counter. Refusing their plea, the District

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MR. ICKES AND OIL. 
Evidence accumulates to prove that the really sig- 
nificant and helpful provision of the new oil code is 
the one providing for the regulation of the output. 
The price-fixing provision is pronounced a “serious 
blunder” by no less competent personages than Dr. 
Alexander Sachs, head of the NRA’s research divi- 
sion, and Joseph E. Pogue, oil economist, who see 
in price fixing a serious menace to the small inde- 
pendent refiners, particularly those without their 
own retail outlets. 
The reasoning behind this attitude is not hard to 
follow. At the present time, the small refiners, of 
whom there are several hundred, can usually market 
their output by cutting prices as far as necessary to 
get the independent retailers to handle it. If the 
Government establishes a base price, a minimum price 
for gasoline at the refinery, the independents may 
find their outlet. closed to some extent. If the price 
is raised appreciably, there will be a reduction in 
the amount of gasoline consumed; and the big refin- 
ers may find it possible to sell a far larger percent- 
age of this, because they have their own outlets and 
their own chains of filling stations. _ 
Standard Oil filling stations will, of course, market 
Standard gasoline. So will all the other big com- 
panies handle exclusively their own product. Some 
of the big companies have even tried to tie up the in- 
dependent retailers to sell only their own gas, al- 
though the legality of this sort of exclusive contract 
is still before the Federal Trade Commission for de- 
cision. If the practice is permitted, the big compa- 
nies, as has been the case in so many linés of busi- 
ness, will dominate the field. 
The issue is not mainly between the very big com- 
panies and the small ones, but between those which 
have their own distribution outlets and those which 
have not. Investigations of the Fedéral Trade Com- 
mission several years ago indicated that the lowest 
cost of production was not found in the very big oil 
companies, but in those of moderately large size. 
But most of the big companies are integrated. They 
own their own production, refineries, distributing sta- 
tions and perhaps even pipe-lines, and are sure of 
their crude and outlets. The position of the uninte- 
grated refiner, no matter how efficient his plant, is 
always precarious, as the story of the Cosden com- 
pany proves; and the minimum price provision of 
the code may make it more so. 
On the other hand, it must be recognized that if 
the President stops over-production of oil, he will 
remove the most serious difficulty all oil interests 


production, the small companies have gone down like 
tenpins. If the new code prevents the occurrence of 


smaller companies, in spite of the price provision. 
It may be assumed that Secretary Ickes, the new 
Oil Administrator, will use his power with all possi- 
ble consideration for thé smaller companies. As the 
President has often said, the whole policy is experi- 
mental. Like so many features of the new order, 
this is one in which necessity must be the mother 
rof invention. The best we can do at the moment is 
to explore an uncharted course. If the price-fixing 
provision does not work well, it may be changed. 
The great constructive provision is that permitting 
limitation of crude output. This, for the first time 
since 1860, gives us an intelligent oil policy—one 
which recognizes the rights of our children and our 
children’s children in one of nature’s richest gifts. 
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RAISING GAME FOR PROFIT. 

Among suggestions frequently made for bettering 
the condition of the farmer is one that he raise game 
on his land, then charge hunters a fee for shooting 
privileges. Wisconsin now is to undertake such a 
plan on a State-wide basis, under conditions that 
promise to benefit the farmer’s purse and the recre- 
ation seeker, to insure a permanent supply of game 
and to put submarginal and wild farm land to eco- 
nomic use. The State University has established a 
Department of Game Management, headed by Aldo 
Leopold, former Federal forester and widely known 
‘as an authority on conservation. The department 
will maintain a wild-life refuge, where game birds 
will be raised, and will encourage and aid farmers 
in stocking their land with various species. Other 
states may be expected to follow suit if the Wiscon- 
sin experiment is successful. While aiding the farm- 
er, the plan should help solve the land problem as 
well as checking the threatened extinction of many 
game creatures. 
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LOW COST OF OLD-AGE PENSIONS. | 

One of the arguments that kept the Missouri Legis- 
lature, at its last session, from enacting an old-age 
pension law, for which the people had declared in a 
referendum, was the alleged high cost. Some fig- 
ures just issued by the American Association for So- 
cial Security are of interest in this connection. The 
statistics were made public to answer the State Wel- 
fare Director of Michigan, who contended that even 
the head tax of $2 on every resident over 21, which 
the Legislature had enacted to raise pension funds, 
would be insufficient, though the estimated yield was 
$5,000,000 a year. 

It was pointed out that California, a more populous 
State than Michigan, pays its pensioners an average 
of $22.08 per month (whereas Michigan plans to pay 
only $20), for a total annual cost of $3,057,827, or an 
average of 64 cents for each inhabitant annually. Mas- 
sachusetts pays a pension averaging $25.60 per month, 
totaling $4,469,620 annually, or a little more than $1 
per citizen. Minnesota’s pension averages $16.61 a 
month, totals $343,680 a year and costs each inhab- 
itant 33 cents. Michigan, it was made clear, could 
meet its pension payments from the tax. 

To these facts may be added the figures on the 
whole country for last year. Pensions in 1982 went to 
114,578 aged persons without means, and totaled $26,- 
094,986. However, if these individuals had been cared 
for in institutions, as Missouri cares for most of hers, 
the cost, it is estimated, would have been nearly 
double, or $47,300,000. Thus, in addition to presérv- 
ing self-respect and insuring comfortable living for 
the aged dependents of society, old-age pensions mean 
a considerable saving in public expenditures. 7

The balance is owned by indi- 
viduals—mostly people of moderate means. 
The bonds represent largely the savings 
of those who were advised under our system 
to save for a rainy day. 

There is only one way to save the bond- 
holders now. The Government should take 
over the roads. _Under continued private 
operation, these bonds will remain nothing 
more than a speculation. The roads, in the 
hands of one sufficiently powerful owner, 
can be rehabilitated. It can be done no 
other way. And the only hope of the bond- 
holders is in railroad rehabilitation.

CHIEF GIVES AIMS 


Progtam -Against De Valera 
_ Calls for ‘‘No Violetice and 
No Revolution.” 


(Copyright, 1923.) 
BANDON, Irish Free State, Aug. 


30.—A program of “No Violence and 
No Revolution,” but with the de- 
feat of President Eamonn De Va- 
lera at the polls as its aim, was 
outlined by General Owen O'Duffy, 
leader of Ireland’s “Blue Shirt” 
Army. 

O’Duffy described his plans to un- 
seat De Valera by strict parlia. 
mentary methods as reports circu- 
lated. here that he had completed 
formation of a new fusion political 
party, embracing the strongest ele- 


government. 
“Are we outlaws?” the General 


asked. “De Valera says so, but we 
are willing to await the verdict of 
the people. 
“Our program is this—No Vio- 
lence and No Revolution.

We have no intention of breaking 
our faces against tanks and ma- 
chine guns, that is not our pur- 
pose.” 
“What is your program beyond 
being a sort of vigilance commit- 
tee?” he was asked. 
“That’s enough for the present,” 
he replied. “Our movement is just 
beginning. The Blue Shirts’ first 
job is to organize and counteract 
the political terrorism which un- 
fortunately has survived in the 
Free State. We intend to act only 
legally. Nobody can prevent Irish- 
men from organizing any way they 
like.”

“Iron Age’ Reports Advances 
of 50c to $1 a Ton 
‘in Pig Iron.

NEW YORK, Aug. 30.—Both ateel re- 
leases and mill operations have undergone 
a further decline and there is nothing to 
suggest an early change in trend outside 
of a contra-seasonal upturn in automobile 
production. Steel ingot output has given 
fresh ground in most important producing 
centers and the national average has re- 
ceded to 47 per cent of * acity from 50 
per cent a week ago, says he Iron Age.” 

“Advances in pig iron prices range 
from 50c to $1 a ton. Base prices on 
foundry iron are now identical at $17.50, 
furnace, at Chicago, Detroit, Cleveland, 
Erie, Youngstown, Buffalo, Hamilton, Ohio, 
and in Eastern Pennsylvania. 

The equalization of prices will have 
the effect of localizing business by eliminat~- 
ing much of the inter-territorial competi- 
tion which has been a most unsettling mar- 
ket influence in the past. Southern prices 
have been increased from $13 to $13.50, 
Birmingham. On the Eastern seaboard, im- 
porters of pig iron are reported to be ob- 
serving the code prices announced by do- 
mestic furnaces. Silvery prices have been 
advanced $1 aton.

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Although the last regular issue 
of letter stamps by the United 
States is dated in the catalogue as 
1922-26, there have been quite a 
number of “specials” since that 
time. 

The 1922-26 basic issue contains 
in all 25 stamps, ranging from half 
a cent to $5, and including one or 
two additions and substitutions 
since the origina) printing. 

So far in 1933 there have been 
four “specials,” the Georgia bicen- 
tennial 3c, the Newburgh Peace 3c, 
the Century of Progress Exposition 
1¢ and 8c and the most recent NRA 
3c. Last year there were six, 
including the 12 stamps _ in 
the Washington bicentennial 
commemorative, ranging from half 
a cent to i10c. Others in 1932 
were the Olympic winter games 2c, 
the Arbor day 2c, the Olympic sum- 
mer games 3c and 5c, the William 
Penn 3c and the Daniel Webster 3c. 


In addition to the 3 cent NRA 
stamp, a 2 cent NRA stamp will be 
issued. It will be released on or 
before Sept. 30. Later on a 1 cent 
NRA stamp will also be issued. No 
information as to the design is now 
available. 


Italian Commemoratives. 


Benito Mussolini, for the first 
time since he came into power in 
Italy in 1922, is portrayed on two 
postage stamps from this country. 
The two stamps, it is true, are in a 
series of stamps commemorating 
the Fascisti tenth anniversary, but 
nevertheless they both have por- 
traits of Mussolini. One of the de- 
signs is a bust, with the following 
inscription in Latin, “Exhibition of 
the Fascisti Revolution.” The other 
stamp portrays the Dictator astride 
a horse from the statue in the 
stadium at Bologna. This also con- 
tains a Latin inscription.

Bea Gottlieb is the only woman 
ever to have defeated the Prince of 
Wales on the links, and the only 
American girl who ever played him. 
Miss Gottlieb, a business girl, with 
no living. relatives, making her own 
way in the world, was Surprisingiy 
honored with an invitation to play, 
simply because His Royal Highness 
liked her looks on the golf course. 
She tells her own story of how this 
honor came to her, and here de- 
scribes her talks and walks with the 
Prince during their three matches 
in England this summer. 

H in the tall rough on the last 
hole we played at Coombe Hill, 
Surrey, England. 

He strode off with the intensity 
of a young bulldog—the way he 
tackles problems—and began hunt- 
ing his ball personally. I was in a 
trap, but holed out for a three. 

From where he was looking for 
his ball the Prince called: 


“Did you make that putt?” 
I answered I had. 


“Well, I can’t afford to play you 
any more,” his royal highness 
shouted back to me. 

He was jokingly referring to the 
fact that he and I had a private 
match on for golf balls. With that 
putt I ran up my winnings from 
him to seven balis. 

I think that incident is a good 
example of the spirit of the Prince 
of Wales. He is the keenest kind 
of a golfer, interested in every 
shot and trying his very best to 
win at all times. 

As I go along I'll have more to 
say about the personality and 
temperament of His Royal High- 
ness as they impressed me when 
we strolled the links and chatted 
during the three golf matches we 
played in England this summer. 
But I mentioned that incident first 
because I wanted you to get a feel- 
ing for the spirit of the next King 
of England. 

Incidentally, if you can bear it, 
—— to say one word abeut my- 
self. 

People everywhere say to me: 
“How did you feel when you heard 
you were playing with ‘the Prince 
of Wales—didn’t your heart jump, 
weren't you just overcome by the 
romance of it?” 


“Well, I never was a girl to sit 
at a window and sigh, and write 
poetry, and play “He Loves Me, He 
Loves Me Not” with daisies. 

When I found out I was the first 
American girl ever to play golf 
with his royal highness (he told 
me himself) and the only woman 
who ever beat him, it was a great 
thrill for me. 


I hope being natural didn’t get 
me in bad with the English. Archie 
Compston, the British pro and per- 
sonal golf instructor for the Prince 
of Wales, who played in the four- 
somes with us, certainly gave me 
hell after the last match because 
he said I didn’t curtsy to the Prince 
on meeting or leaving. My friend 
Mrs. Alastair Mack Intosh, who 
made up the foursome and whose 
kindness to me led to my being in- 
vited to play with his royal high- 
ness, always did. 


Y explanation was this. I had 
MM ees watching Mrs. Mack In- 

tosh curtsy every time, but not 
ever having curtsied, I was afraid 
I might lose my balance and fall 
over. So rather than cause any em- 
barrassment I just left it out. 

Compston also was pretty sore 
because I didn’t say “Sir” every 
time I spoke to the Prince. 

I tried to say “Sir” once and it 
sotnded like this—‘Sirrirrr’—so I 
decided to give it up as a bad job. 
Every one else called him “Sir” or 
“Your royal highness.” 

But less about me 
about our matches. 

I certainly appreciated the honor 
when I was invited to play with 
Edward P., as his royal highness 
signed the scorecard. At the age 
of 27, making my own way in the 
world selling securities as a cus- 
tomers’ woman, marketing real 
estate and writing magazine arti- 
cles, I finally realized my ambition 
—to play in the British and French 
Women’s Open. On my first trip 
a@broad and a winner of several 
tournaments over here, I had 
hopes.

The Only Woman Who Ever Won From the Heir 
to the British Throne on the Links Gives Her 
Personal Account of the Episode That 
Centered So Much Interest on Her.

in the British Open, I was simply 
something .that can best be de- 
scribed by a good old American 
word—starting with an 1 and end- 
ing with a y. I went out in the 
first round. In France my oppo- 
nent in the first round set a course 
record, so little Bea went out again, 
presto! 

My friend, Mrs. Mack Intosh, a 
London society woman, played con- 
solation rounds over the Sunning- 
dale course, the one on which the 
Prince of Wales and his brothers, 
the Duke of York and Prince 
George, do most of their golfing. 
The Prince watched me play closely 
several times, and he seemed at- 
tracted. . 

Right here I'd like to say that 
even now it’s hard to believe his 
royal highness is a bachelor at 39 
years old. His blue eyes, flaxen 
hair, cute walk and intent, youth- 
ful face make him look many years 
younger. And he has a decidedly 
masculine attitude toward, and in- 
terest in, women—he’s a real man! 

Of course I was surprised and 
tickled to death when Archie 
Compston came and told me his 
royal highness wanted Mrs. Mack 
Intosh and me to join in a four- 
some with him the next Saturday. 
I felt sorry as I could be, becaus 
I had a yachting party engagement 
for that week-ehd. But I’m glad I 
was natural enough to say so, 
frankly. 

I was afraid of what might hap- 
pen, because J had turned the 
Prince down. 

But Compston came back and 
said that his royal highness 
would like to play Monday then. 
That was swell.

ELL, of course, I had to suf- 
W «er a sunstroke—I’m suscep- 

tible to them—on that week- 
end party. My head ached like 
the devil and I was feeling terrible 
and I wouldn’t have played golf 
that Monday for the King of En- 
gland—’er, I mean, I wouldn't have 
played for $1,000,000 if I hadn't had 
that appointment with the Prince 
of Wales. 


We went out to Sunningdale in 
Prince George’s car. Funny thing 
about those royal cars. Twice the 
Prince of Wales sent us home in 
his. It has no coat of arms and 
not even an initial on it, and it 
didn’t even look very new. It isn’t 
at all pretentious and attracts no 
attention — I don’t know, but I 
don’t think it’s a Rolls-Royce. 

When we got out of the car, Mrs. 
Mack Intosh introduced me. We 
were followed by Gen. Trotter, one 
of the Prince’s equerries. 

One thing I noticed about the 
Prince. He rushes around so keep- 
ing a million official engagements 
a day, that all this makes him 
terribly nervous — he always takes 
an airplane when he can. But this 
was caused by overwork, and after 

a few holes he steadied down like 
the thoroughbred he is, 

“My game is better on days 
when I am not rushed around so 
much,” he told me. 

That first day the Prince was 
dressed in plain gray flannel trou- 
sers, a cerise sport shirt with short 
sleeves, and white tennis sneakers. 
I asked him why he did not wear 
golf shoes and he said they were 
too hot in summer. I mentioned I 
thought playing without § shoes 
would have a tendency to throw a 
player off balance. His royal high- 
ness “i Bobby Jones irons with 
a couple of Hagen irons. 

We arranged the match so that 
Compston and the Prince ‘played 
opposite Mrs. Mack Intosh and me, 
with Compston giving our side five 
bisques. His Royal Highness and 
I had an individual match on the 


side. We did not play well that 
day and lost, with the Prince and 
I coming out all square a 84. 

“I hear you have “won many 
tournaments in America,” the 
Prince said in talking to me—he 
was very talkative and interesting, 
mostly about golf and concrete 
things. 

“I won a couple in Miami and

then for a long, long time I didn't 
get anywhere,’ I told him. “So 
long a time that when I finally did 
win another, much to the surprise 
of the girl I beat, I congratulated 
her. I was so used tc congratulat. 
ing rivals. 

“Maybe that’s why they call me 
‘Always a runner-up, but never a 
bride’ back home.” 

His royal highness laughed. It 
wasn’t your stage Englishman’s 
horsy “Haw;” either, but a real 
pleasant baritone man’s laugh. 

The next time at the invitation 
of his royal highness, we played 
on Thursday, July 27, at Coombe 
Hill, and although we all were 
much better, the weather was not 
so good. There were showers every 
15 minutes. 

I only had a light dress on. The 
Prince very kindly loaned me his 
golf umbrella as he stopped play 
and put on some rain trousers and 
a rain jacket and an old turned 
down felt hat.. Theré was a story

200 and 225 yards. He concentrates 
terrifically—sign of a disciplined 
mind, I guess. He tries plenty hard 
on his drives, and when he putts 
he is most deliberate in looking 
over the ground. His second shots 
and approaches seem to come easi- 
est to him. He works slavishly 
trying to. improve the direction of 
his driving and his putting. 

Twice we had tea with the Prince 
after our matches, once on Sun- 


ningdale clubhouse verandah. That 
means something, for a non-mem- 
ber.

We played the third time the 
following Monday at Wentworth 
Club, and, in our private match, 
his royal highness and I finished 
all square. Don’t you think that 
was diplomatic of me? 

The Prince, who is naturally shy 
but has been taught to overcome 


this, I think, was quite nervous 
after a round of engagements, but 
grew calm in playing. He wore 
some large check plus fours in 
black and white and alsé a black 
and white sweater to match. His 
royal highness was most precise 
and exacting in playing the round. 


The wind was blowing a gale and 
none of .us played well. 

In saying good-by to me the 
Prince exhibited his sweetness of 
nature, I thought. I knew he was 
going to Biarritz and wished him a 
pleasant time. I presented a club 
I had to him. While we were play- 
ing he had admired it tremendous- 
ly’and said he “liked the feel of 
it.’ 

I told him it was given to me by 
O. B. Keeler, the golf expert, and 
was a little run-up club for just 
off the green. Bobby Jones used 
it in his last British open, and for 
many years in previous tourna- 
ments. His royal highness thanked 
me with a charming note of sin- 
cerity in his voice and said the 
club was “a valuable historical 
relic.” He wished me bon voyage. 

All the way home people wanted 
to know if I, a business girl who 
got her start as a golfer on the 
public links in little old New 
York’s Van Cortland Fark, wasn’t 
carried away with my experience. 

I could only tell the truth—I en- 
joyed it a great deal and that’s 
that. I had the feeling throughout 
that his royal highness is a nat- 
ural, simple soul who loves to play 
golf. I hope I may be pardoned 
the suspicion that he may have 
recognized this, and asked me to 
play golf. Simply this, and noth- 
ing more. 

Anyway I hope he gets in the 
70’s and stays there forever! He 
has qualified!

The Common Cold 


ONGYEAR CITY, Spitzbergen, 
L is noteworthy for an interesting 

study on the common cold, re- 
cently completed by the Interna- 
tional Health Division of the Rocke- 
feller Foundation. 


Longyear City has a population 
of some 500 persons, the majority 
of its men being occupied in coal 
mining. Its shipping season is from 
three to five months, and during the 
remainder of the year the commu- 
nity is isolated. 

The study disclosed that through- 
out the winter colds were at a min- 
imum in Longyear City, but within 
a month after the arrival of the 
first steamer from Norway 75 per 
cent of the inhabitants had colds, 
and before the epidemic ran its 
course 90 per cent of. all the resi- 
dents had been affected. 

Local history has it that cold epi- 
demics never break out before the 


ships start to arrive and that there 
i- no summer on record when the 
community was not affected by an 
epidemic. This study corroborates 
an impression that colds are infec- 
tious and seasonal. 

Another interesting bit of re- 
search relates to the impression 
that people with enlarged turbinates 
(the shelf-like structures which 
project into the nasal space), 
creoked nasal septa (the middle 
wall of the nose) and other defects 
of the upper respiratory tract are 
more frequently subject to coids. 

But it appears from the study 
that all persons, irrespective of 
their nose or throat condition, are 
alike subject to colds, and the se- 
verity of the disease, at least among 
adults, is not appreciably different. 

On the other hand, among chil- 
dren the duration of the attack is 
longer when the nose and throat 
are abnormal, and those with en- 
larged turbinates and with infected 
sinuses are more likely to develop 


moist coughs. — 
Hay Fever | 
AY rover is neither caused by 
hay, nor is it a fever. This 


condition, which in technical 
is an 


language allergic 
| been called by a variety of names, | 


such as rose fever, pollen catarrh, 
ragweed fever and June cold. 

Hay fever, it is estimated, affects 
approximately 1 per cent of the 
population of the United States. In 
the greater part of the country 
three distinct hay fever seasons are 
recognized. 

The first, which is due to the pol- 
lination of trees, begins in March 
and lasts to the first week in June. 
The second season is largely due to 
the pollen of grasses, and begins in 
the latter part of May, lasting to 
the end of July. 

The third and usually the most 
severe type of hay fever is due to 
the poHen of weeds. The season 
commences about Aug. 15 and lasts 
until the early frost. 

Pollen, which is responsible for 
hay fever, consists of little granules, 
the products of the male sexual or- 
gans of plants. 

Pollen granules vary considerably 
in size and shape. The smaller and 
lighter forms of pollen are chiefly 


responsible for hay fever. These 
poliens are wind-borne. The heavier

Learning From Toys 

FTEN the most satisfactory 
QO toys are found by chance. 

One little girl’s favorite pmy- 
thing was a large box of embroi- 
dery cottons. They were a collec- 
tion comprising nearly every shade 
and color in the spectrum, and the 
baby—for she was not yet 18 
months old—would sit on the floor
